In west Africa the belief In a new 
birth without loee of Identity la proved 
by the fact that when a baby arrive* 
In a family it is shown a selection of 
small articles belonging to deceased 
members, and the thing which the 
child catches hold of Identifies him as 
“Undo John" or “Cousin Emms," and 
so forth. Bo far as this belief prevails 
it Is held by some that garments once 
worn or other objects which hive been 
in Intimate contact with a hnman be¬ 
ing nro penetrated by his personality 
and remain, as it were, united with 
him for pood or ill. 

In nearly nil stages of civilization 
now to be found In the world what we 
call supernatural beings were concern¬ 
ed with the initiation ofcthe magician 
The schism between magic and rell 
glon was a later development of civ¬ 
ilization. When It occurred, as the 
history of heresy In Europe and the 
witch trials teach. It was rather magic 
In its antisocial aspect than in itself, 
which was reprobated and punished. 
It Is strange In this connection to no¬ 
tice that the magician was only con¬ 
demned when he departed from estab¬ 
lished custom and established beliefs 
which Involved a severance from the 
community and an Imputation of anti¬ 
social ends. Practices essentially mag¬ 
ical might be Incorporated In religious 
riles and exercised for what was be¬ 
lieved to be the general good. In such 
a case they have continued to be ex¬ 
ercised with general assent In the high¬ 
est forms of religion.—London Hos¬ 
pital.

Torche* an Wedding Certificate* on 
the Inland of Jer*«y. 

Among Jt rseymen proper—that is to 
say. among the descendants of the orig¬ 
inal Inhabitants of the Island and not 
the English or French residents there— 
a very curious aud Interesting old mar¬ 
riage custom exists. 

Upon the completion of the ceremony 
and, If In strict accordance with tradi¬ 
tion. before the happy couple take up 
residence In their new abode the stone 
slab at the top of the porch containing i 
the front door Is Inscribed with the In¬ 
itials of the bridegroom, those of the 
bride, the date of the ceremony and 
two hearts intwined, the latter being 
an emblem of their Intermingled love 
and the whole forming n most lasting 
anil public certificate of marriage. 

Occasionally, however, a little diffi¬ 
culty arises. The bride muy meet with 
an early death, and In the courso of 
time the widower may desire to re¬ 
enter the holy state of matrimony. 
Having fulfilled Ills desire, It appears 
rather puzzling to know what to do 
about the inscription. 

In some cases, therefore, the lultlals 
and date of the first wedding have 
been erased -and those of the subse¬ 
quent ceremony substituted, while In 
others the initials of the second wlfo 
anil the date have been added Ik»Iow 
the first, a second pair of lutwined 
hearts being thought unnecessary.

OPEN LETTER TO THE EXPRESS. 

Dear Editor,— 

A special meeting of 
the ratepayers of 8.8. No. 13, Rich¬ 
mond, was called on November 27th, 
by the Trustees, to discuss the very 
drastic amendents to the Public Schools 
Act, passed by the Ontario Legislature, 
at its last session, and, if possible, to 
devise ways and means to lighten the 
very burdensome taxes as deemed un¬ 
justly placed upon rural school support¬ 
ers.

Now, Mr. Editor, not wishing to take 
up too much space, but a few remarks 
might not Ik* out of place--As to the 
equipment, 1 think the Honorable 
Minister of Education must be a man 
of great mind to think of so much at 
once, or else his mind might have been 
wandering. If there was any more 
he could possibly have thought of, no 
doubt he wriuhl have added it, and 
again, just to think, the Honorable 
Gentleman, sitting in his easy chair 
in the Parliament Buildings, Toronto, 
know so much better the requirements 
of the individual school sections than 
does the Trustees of the section, men 
supposed to possess ordinary intel¬ 
ligence at least.-- And, still again, the 
law is for the rich, and against men 
of ordinary means, as I know of 
men who have undergone privations 
of various kinds to educate their 
children, and now have them ready to 
finish in our Model School at home, 
but now they find, under the new law, 
they are required to send them to 
some distant City to finish at the 
Normal, and to do this they will re¬ 
quire to lay down from $200 to $300, 
which is beyond their power to do, 
consequently those bright hopes that 
once existed have all vanished, and 
the strenuous exertion and privations 
that roth parent ami child have under¬ 
gone to bring them up this point, now 
passes into oblivion. “Consistency 
thou art a Jewel.” 

And now in conclusion let me ask 
are we a free people ? This is the first 
step in this fair Province of ours to 
eoersion, and such law should not Ik* 
allowed to deface the Statutes of On¬ 
tario, Else ere long we will awake 
and ask ourselves, whether we are in 
the fair Province of Ontaaio, or in 
downtrodden Russia under the throes

PARLIA MENT IN SESSION 

Large Gathering Attended the No- 

* 

vember Opening 


A despatch from Ottawa says: The 
opening of Parliament without the 
ut-unl adjuncts of winter is somewhat of 
*i novelty. Thursday was almost os 
balmy as a morning in May. There was 
tlie usual crowd in front of the Parlia¬ 
ment Buildings. The Governor-General 
arrived sharp ut 3 o’clock, lhe cavalcade 
being preceded by a detachment of the 
Princess Louise Dragoon Guards. As 
soon us his Excellency’s carriage drew 
up under the tower lhe band of the 
G.-G.F.G. played the National Anthem 
and the guard of honor presented arms. 

The scene within the Senate Chamber 
was as beautiful as of yore. All the 
seats usually occupied by the Senators, 
and. in fact, every inch ot the floor space 
of the chamber of the Upper House, was 
utilized to accommodate the wives and 
daughters of Senators and members and 
of prominent personages from nil parts 
of the country. The general galleries 
wire crowded, notwithstanding lhe fact 
that the Scrgeanl-at-Arms had restricted 
the issue of tickets of admission. 

SPEECH FROM THE THRONE. 

After the Commons hud been sent for 
and Speaker Sutherland and the mem¬ 
bers of the Lower House hod taken their 
places below the bar, his Excellency 
opened Parliament with the following 
4speech from the throne: 

Hon. Gentlemen of the Senate: 
Gentlemen of lhe House or Commons: 

In opening lhe third session of the 
tenth Parliament of Canada I avail my¬ 
self of the opportunity to offer you my 
congratulations on the unparalleled 
prosperity prevailing in all parts of the 
Dominion. The harvest has been abun¬ 
dant, and the trude with both British 
end foreign nations continues to expand 
in annually increasing volume, with 
every prospect of cortlinued giowlh for 
muny years to come. 

The number of immigrants seeking 
homes in Canada continues yearly to 
increase, and it is very satisfactory to 
observe Uiul a larger proportion than in 
any former year has in the pnst season 
come from the British Isles. 

During the recess following the Inst 
session I visited the Western provinces 
and was much gratified to note the great 
advance that is being inndo in the de¬ 
velopment of the vu.st resources of those 
highly-favored sections of the Dominion. 

I found the people of the West rejoicing 
in their prosperity und full of hope und 
confidence in the future growth of its 
agricultural und industrial wealth. 

ENTITLED TO MODE MEMBERS. 

The quinquennial census recently taken 
In the provinces of Alberta and Saskat¬ 
chewan shows that those provinces ure 
now entitled to un increase in their re¬ 
presentation in the House of Commons. 
A bill giving effect to that provision will 
be submitted for your approval. In ac¬ 
cordance with the announcement made 
in u previous session, you will be asked 
to consider u bill for the revision of the 
Customs tariff. 


The section of Porlioment will be 
required lo give legal effect to the 
made with the Empire of Japan. A wu 
for that purpose will be submitted lor 
your approval. 

The products and manufactures of 
Canada shown at the recent interna¬ 
tional exhibition held in the City of 
Milan proved a greot attraction, and os 
a result It is confidently believed our 
trade with Central and Southern Europe 
con be materially Increased. 

The naval authorities having relin¬ 
quished the use of the dockyard at Hall- 
fux, a proposal was made to transfer it 
to the Government of Canada. This 
offer has been accepted and the dockyard 
will now be u*ed by the Department of 
Marine and Fisheries ns a base for its 
operations in connection with aids to 
navigation. • 

Many immigrants having in recent 
years been Induced to come to Cunada 
by false representations rnod& in Jhe 
United Kingdom, at the request of the 
Minister of Lubor a clause has been 
added to the Merchants’ Shipping Bill 
now before the Imperial Parliament for 
the punishment of any persons who 
may be found guilty of that offence. 

EXPANSION IN REVENUE. 

Gentlemen of the House of Commons: 

The accounts of the past year will be 
laid before you. I am glud to say that 
I lie revenue has shown a largo expan¬ 
sion, and has not only provided for 
ordinary expenditure, but bus also to a 
greot extent provided for the outlay on 
capital account. 

The estimates for the coming year will 
lx- laid before you at an early date. 

Honorable Gentlemen of the Senate: 
Gentlemen of the House of Commons: 

A united replication having been re¬ 
ceived by my Ministers from the Govern¬ 
ments of the several provinces asking 
f;,j an increase in the provincial subsi¬ 
dies, ei conference was recently held, 
when the reasons for granting addilJon- 
a' aid were fully set forth and discussed. 
Resolutions bused on the conclusions 
reached by my Government will be sub¬ 
mitted for vour consideration. 

Bills will be laid before you amending 
the Election Acts, lhe Posl-ofllce Act, the 
Dominion Lunds Act, a bill for the more 
effective supervision and inspection of 
Cunudian cunned food products, meats 
und fish, a bill relating^ the sale und 
manufacture of patent medicines, and 
also a bill to make belter provision for 
deuling with juvenile delinquents. 

It is hoped that the report of the com¬ 
mission appointed to inquire Into the 
working of insurance companies will 
shortly be completed, when it will be 
laid upon the table. 

The subjects I have mentioned will, I 
hope, receive your best consideration, 
and the measures to be submitted for 
your upproval will, 1 trust, tend to the 
well-being and good government of our 
luir Dominion.

FIRE VLS1TS STURGEON FALLS. 

Entire Business Torlion of Town Was 
in Danger. 

A despatch from .Sturgeon Falls says: 
The progressive town of Sturgeon Fulls 
was scourged by fire early on Sunday 
morning, and the principal business 
block of the town is now a mass of 
smouldering ruins. About 3 o’clock In 
the morning Electrician Win. Young 
noticed n blaze in the rear of the Mc¬ 
Arthur Block, on King Street, and at 
once turned In an alarm. Although tho 
fire department responded quickly the 
block was in flames and beyond saving 
when the water was turnfd on. Neil 
McArthur, owner of the block, occupied 
port of the upper portion of the build¬ 
ing, and his family were rescued with 
dilliculty in their nightrobes without 
time to save anything. The attention of 
lhe firemen was given to saving tho 
surrounding buildings, and by hard 
work the Lillie and Parliament Blocks 
were saved, although dariinged consider¬ 
ably by fire and water. The entire busi¬ 
ness portion of lhe town was in danger 
of being wiped out, but fortunately the 
wind was favorable, and the fire area 
was confined to the McArthur Block on 
King Street, and a building on William 
Street, besides sheds and stables. The 
fire is supposed lo have started In 
Welghlman’s Bakery, but the cleon 
sweep made by the flames renders the 
origin a matter of conjecture only. The 
loss will reach $-40,000, with insurance 
of $13,000. _ 

RAILWAY TIE CONTRACT. 

A Big Order for the Provincial Govern¬ 
ment's Road. 

A despatch from Toronto sovs: The 
Temiskaming & Northern Ontario Rail¬ 
way Commission has awarded to Mr.

RIOTING IN HAMILTON 


Police and Dragoons Had Long 
- Fight .With the Hob. 


A despatch from Hamilton says: Never 
In the history of the city were scenes 
of such wild disorder witnessed as those 
of Saturday night, when for over three 
hours the miUUa and the police charged 
a mob of about 10,000 people continu¬ 
ously. In the afternoon the -Infantry¬ 
men were stationed about the city at 
each of the corners where the street rail¬ 
way switches are. They were given 
strict instructions to allow no .person to 
interfere with the switches. Thero was 
no trouble, however, until after night 
fall. Crowds began to. gather then 
around the City Hall and the other 
places in the centre of the city, and by 
7 o’clock there were many thousands 
opt. 

READING THE RIOT ACT. 

Mayor Blggar and Sheriff Middleton 
were at the City Hall all afternoon in 
readiness to read the riot act, but not 
until 7.10, when the crowd began lo 
show a violent spirit, did they go ^ut 
on the steps of the City Hall. The 
Sheriff proceeded to read in a loud 
voice, with nn accompaniment of hoot¬ 
ing and jeering by the crowd. Before 
the act was read the policemen had 
been drawn up in front of the Sheriff 
on the rood, each man with his buton 
drawn, and not for away were fifty-five 
cavalrymen armed with swords and one 
hundred infantry men armed with rifles 
on ivhich bayonets were fixed. The 
milMla was under the command rf 
Lieut.-Colonel Denison and Lleut.-Colon- 
el Ogilvie. 

CHARGING THE CROWD. 

Immediately after the act was read 
the policemen were given orders to 
charge the crowd. They separated, half 
going in each direction, and hammered 
I ho crowd indiscriminately. The people 
fled with great haste hi.every direction 
open to them, in about two minutes 
Jumes street was pretty well cleared 
from King to Cannon. After the police 
had pussed through about one hundred 
people were lying in the road, where 
they had been knocked down by blows 
on the head or forced off their’feet by 
the crowd. 

Several went bock to the City Hall, 
which was rnude a temporary hospital 
for the remainder of Ihe night, to have 


their heads dressed. It was only a short 
time before the crowd was back again, 
and from that time on until 10.30 the 
police and military charged it continu¬ 
ously. The cavalry rode on sidewalks, 
clearing them, while the infantry und 
the police made lines across the streets 
and swept the crowd before them. The 
people dispersed, going up and down 
the sido streets, leading from and to 
James street, only lo return und begin 
jeering and hooting again. It was the 
A lost persistent mob thut could be im¬ 
agined. 

BIG FIGHT NEAR WALNUT STREET. 

What was perhaps the affray of the 
evening took place on King street, near 
the corner of Walnut street, after tho 
crowds had been repeatedly dispersed 
from Ihe central purt of the city. A 
number gathered there, and placed a 
couple of barrels of cement or stonu? 
and some planks on the track. When 
the first car came along tho iriotorman 
tried to rush through, us he realized in 
stopping he and others in the enr were 
In great danger. The blockade of slones 
resisted the cur, and when Ihe men in it 
got out to clear It awny they were vio¬ 
lently assailed, and beat a hasty retreat 
to the car and threw themselves on tho 
floor. The crowd showered bricks arid 
stones nt the car, battering it almost 
to pieces. Screens and windows wore 
soon broken and many missiles hit Hio.ee 
ip the cor. They lay on the floor for a 
short time, but were maddened into on 
atlaek, and hurled the stones thrown 
at them back ut the crowd, injuring 
some. Some one telephoned lo the cen¬ 
tre of Ihe city tor the soldiers, and ‘.lie 
Royal Canadian Dragoons and the llurso 
Artillerymen galloped down full speed 
on the rioters, and they finl in all di¬ 
rections in great haste. The track was 
cleared, and the wreck of the enr pro¬ 
ceeded lo the east end born. About 
all that wus'left Intact were Ihe trucks. 
Motorman Arthur Bertram was injured 
in the spine. He was taken to the 
hospital, where lie remained over night. 
Nearly oil the other men in the cur 
were more or less bruised by stones. 

About 10 o’clock the curs were called 
lu and after thut the crowds went 
home. The soldiers went in about 11 
o'clock. 


MAXIM GUN SAVED THE CHIEF. 

Revolutionists Attempt to Assassinate

STEAM BARGE FOUNDERED 


Six Sailors Met Death In Wreck 
Off Toronto 


A despatch from Toronto says: During 
Ihe lerriflic gale which raged over Lake 
Ontario on Thursday morning, ihe steam 
barge Resolute, belonging to Haney and 
Miller, contractors, went to pieces just 
outside the Western Gap and six lives 
out of the crew of twelve were lost In 
one of the lifeboats, which capsized in 
the heavy seas as it was leaving the 
wreck. A second lifeboat, in command 
of Cnpt. John Fahey, reached the land 
In safety after an hour’s hard battle 
against Ihc waves. Capt. John Sullivan, 
who sluek lo Ihe vessel until she broke 
up, was washed ashore through the gap, 
clinging for life to the lop of the wreck¬ 
ed vessel’s cabin. Thomas Topping, the 
second engineer, one of those capsized 
from Ihe first lifeboat, clung to Ihe cabin- 
top wilh Capt. Sullivan until he lost 
his hold and sank from exhaustion. The 
schooner P. B. Locke, which was In tow 
of the Resolute, withstood the force cf 
the storm, and lies anchored a short 
distance from the spot where one mast 
and the top of a wheel-house mark all 
that is left of the wreck. The Lock’s 
crew was tuken off by a surf boat towed 
out by the tug Maggie Mitchell and «n 
command of Capt. Ward. The crew «*f 
the schooner St. Louis, which had also 
sought shelter from Ihe storm near the 
gap, was also taken off by Ihe surf boat.

WESTERN AUSTRALIA. 

Gold Mining Region of Coolgardie 
Supplied WUli Water at a Cost 
of 814,000.000. 

It is expected that the next few years 
will witness tne development of the most 
remarkable system oi water carrying 
in western Australia that has ever been 
seen. The plun is to repeut, ugain and 
again, the successful engineering work 
thut is 11 uw supplying the great gold 
mining region of Coolgardie, far out in 
the desert of the interior, with plenty 
of water brought from the coast moun¬ 
tains, 3af5 miles away. 

Tins western Australian desert con¬ 
tains perhaps the largest waterless re¬ 
gions in the world. When David W. 
Carnegie made his second journey ucross 
it, severul years ago, lie travelled 800 
miles w.thout iinding anything tuat sug¬ 
gested a permanent source of water. 

For many days he saw nothing but 
prickly spiiiifex covering the sand ridg¬ 
es, which were forty to lifty feet in 
hi ight u».d extended east und west par¬ 
allel with one another. He wrote that 
he crossed more than eighty of these 
sand ridges in eight hours travel. 

but under these repel laid sands lie iho 
great gold resources of western Au¬ 
stralia ihat are now supplying mure of 
the metal every year than all tho rest 
of the commonwealth. When the rush 
of miners to this great thirst region be¬ 
gan, the eager search and the frantic 
strifo for vvaur was 

.SOMETIMES TRAGICAL. 

The Government sought for under¬ 
ground sources of supply, but most jf 
this water was found to be so impreg¬ 
nated with sabs thut it was unlit t-r 
use. Engineers finally devised a plan 
of water delivery from the western 
coas( mountains, about twenty miles 
to the south of berth, which Involved 
the largest pumping scheme that has 
yet been carried into operation in any 
part of lli.* world. 

The works were completed only two 
years ago and they are attracting all tne 
more attention because the population 
thut is paying $15,0O),U0U for Hum is 
Still' quite small. 

The amount of ruinfull in Ihe basin 
of the Helena River, which lli.ws through 
the Cunning Hills south of berth, is 
about HU inches a year. It was found 
that bv impounding this river a supply 
oi n.Ouo.COJ gallons a day would be 
available for transportation into the In¬ 
tel lor. 

The problem wns to trnnsport this 
water a distance of 350 miles, for ft vvf s 
proposed to extend the aqueduct to the 
Kalgoorlie diggings, ea-.t of Conlgnr- 
die, und this has been done. Muiular- 
ing, the place where the Helena River 
wus* dammed, is only about 300 feet 
above the sen. but the surface of the 
desert to which the waler was to be 
carried is about 

1,0j0 FEET ABOVE SEA LEVEL, 

and had to he Idled during the process 
about 1.300 h el. 

The waler vvhi-h c-dkvts hack of the 
dom in the Helena Riv* r forms u fine 
lake seven miles In length. The big 
dcliveiy pipe that carries the water is 
not buried in the soil, but lies on the 
surface or in open tranches, for there 
Is no (longer of freezing. 

There nr e.ght pumping stations, a 
little more than forty miles apart, and 
Ihe water is kept moving up the long, 
but very gentle, incline.

UNEASY LIE THESE HEADS 
WEAR NO CROWNS. 


Don Carlo* de Bourbon Can Claim the 
Throne* of Spain and 
France. 

Even to-day there are thousands of 
people in Spain who refuse to regard 
Alfonso XIII., the husband of Princess 
Ena, os their rightful ruler. In their 
opinion Don Carlos de Bourbon, Duke 
of Madrid, should reign over th£m as 
King Charles VU. of Spain. Indeed, this 
head of ihe kingly house of Bourbon is 
an uncrowned monarch in the fullest 
sense of the word, for, taking up arms 
in 1872, he did uctually reign over the 
greater part of northern Spain for near¬ 
ly four yeurs, being acclaimed by nobili¬ 
ty and peasantry alike as their lawful 
sovereign. Vet you will search histori¬ 
cal tables in vain for any mention of 
King Charles VII., and also for the 
names of ids predecessors in the Carlist 
claim, “Kings” Charlos V. and Charles 

VI. , for these also were uncrowned mon- 
archs. The long struggle of the CarlLsts 
to win the tlirone tiiey regard as theirs 
dates back to 1813, und their claim is 
bused on the contention that Ferdinand 

VII. acted illegally in appointing his 
daughter Isabella his successor, lor 
under the Salic law no woman was 
empowered to reign*. But to-day, at the 
age of fifty-eight, tired of a life of poli¬ 
tical 

PLOT AND COUNTERPLOT, 

it is suspected that Don Carlos is con¬ 
tent with the quiet repose of Ihe Palazzo 
Loredan at Venice, and that lie is will¬ 
ing ut any time to waive his claims in 
favor of liis soil, Don Jaime de Bourbon, 
the future lender of the Carlist faction. 

Oddly enough. Don Curios, as the un¬ 
disputed head of the (Bourbon fumily, 
could also present the strongest possible 
claim to the throne of France. But he 
has never desired a duel pretendership, 
and although often urged by French 
Royalists to pluce himself at their tieud, 
he has invariably declined to do so. In 
the case of France, however, there is no 
lack uf pretenders, the most populur of 
the mull being Prince Victor Napoleon, 
the piesent head of the Bonaporles. 

The Portuguese crown, aguin, Is 
clulined by Dom Miguel de Bruganza, 
who, although he has many suppurters, 
stands but u scant chance of unseating 
the present ruler, King Charles. And 
there are many “other men who want 
thrones,” und at least one woman— 
namely, the Princess Paleologae, who is 
considered entitled by descent to rule at 
Constantinople hi the place of 

THE SULTAN, ABDUL HAMID. 

A fact wfffich should bring cheer to all 
uncrowned monarchs is that one of 
their number has recently succeeded in 
his claim. Peter Karageorgevitch, so 
long pretender to the crown of Servia, 
lias waded to his heart’s desire through 
the blood uf the murdered Alexander 
Obrenovitch. But his is a kingship of 
constant dread. The murderers of his 
predecessor surround his person, pro¬ 
bably quite us willing—should it be 
worth their while—to intrigue against 
the present occupant of the throne. 

There are even a few—a very few— 
people in Great Britain w’ho hold that 
King Edward himself has no strict right 
to tin* position he so nobly fills. They 
acclaim the Princess Ludwig of Bavaria 
—horn Mary of Modena—as the true 
ruler of Great Britain and Ireland, be¬ 
cause, forsooth, she can claim descent 
from Charles I.s daughter, Henrietta 
Stuart, while King Edward can only 
claim to be descended from the same 
monarch’s sister! But all this was seU 
tud by Act of Parliament long years 
ago, and no musty old question of pedi¬ 
gree can ever disturb our loyal adher¬ 
ence to the first of kings and gentlemen, 


YUKON IN THE SIXTIES 

VISITED THE INDIANS IN THE 
FROZEN NORTH. . * 

Archdeacon McDonald Spam the Best 
Years of His Lite Within the 

Arctic Circle. ' 

One of the makers of history in North- 
Western Canada is now spending the 
evening of his days Jn Winnipeg, vener¬ 
ated by those who know him and his 
life’s history. His active years were 
chiefly spent near and within the Arctic 
Circle, the Yukon, the Klondike, and 
other districts whose names gold has 
since made familiar lo the world, which 
were traversed by him in the long ago. 

He was ordained deacon in Decem¬ 
ber, 1852, and priest in 1858. He was 
first stationed as Church missionary 
Society missionary at Islington, Winni¬ 
peg River. In 1862 he was selected to 
establish a mission at Fort Aux Liards, 
Mackenzie River District, but he pro¬ 
ceeded instead to Fort Yukon. In 4871 
he removed to Porcupine River, and in 
the next year to Peel River, where he 
labored until 1904. 

Proceeding in 1862 from what was then 
called the Red River Settlement to Fort 
Yukon, Archdeacon McDonald labored 
there 

AMONG THE INDIANS, 

who were composed of numerous tribes, 
and who annually assembled in Ihe 
summer at that port for the purpose of 
fur-trading with the Hudson’s Bay Com¬ 
pany. During his stay there of eight 
years, the Indians in the surrounding 
country were visited, both in winter and 
in summer. 

Thousands of miles were traversed 
annually, either in conoe or boat in 
summer, and on snowshoes in winter. 
In 1865 scarlet fever spread among Ihe 
Indians, and many of them were curried 
off by the disease. At first only infants 
were buplized, but after four years the 
adulls gave such evidences of their be¬ 
lief In and of their acceptance of the 
truths of the Gospel that it was con¬ 
sidered advisable to examine them when 
they assembled at the fort for purposes 
of trade. Having found that they had an 
intelligent understanding of what they 
had been taught, the archdeacon ad¬ 
ministered baptism lo them, not only at 
Fort Yukon, but along the line of travel 
from that fort to the fort of the H. B. C. 
on Bell River, a tributary of the Porcu¬ 
pine, and the Indians across the moun¬ 
tains at Peel River, when it was found 
that the number of buptized men, wo¬ 
men and children amounted to about 
700. 

From Fort Yukon tribes of Indians 
were visited about 450 miles down the 
Yukon at the confluence of the Tanana, 
where gold was afterwards found. This 
river is not as large as the Yukon. It 
takes ils name, as the word implies, from 

THE GLACIER MOUNTAINS. ' 

At first the natives held themselves 
aloof from the missionaries, but after 
three or four visits all gave in their ad¬ 
hesion ; over'one hundred of them re¬ 
ceived baptism and the following year 
about three hundred more. These tribes, 
had to be addressed through un inter- 
preler, one of themselves, who could j 
speak the language of the Tukudh, the ; 
people among whom the missionary 
resided. 

During these 42 years of residence in 
Ihe frozen north. Archdeacon McDonald j 
was accustomed to visit the different j 
tribes of Indians on the Upper Yukon 
and below the confluence of the Porcu -1 
pine River with the Yukon, all the way j 
to tho entrance of the Yukon into the 
Pacific, and us far as Norton Sound, I 
where there was a depot of the Russian j 
Fur Company, which passed in 1807 into 1 
the hands of the United Status of Amer- J 
ica through purchase.

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HONORED BY THE KING. 

The Albert Medal for Gallantry Con¬ 
ferred on Mr. Leslie Urquhart. 

Mr. Leslie Urquhart (his Majesty's i 
Vice-Consul at Baku) had the honor of 
being received by King Edward at Buck¬ 
ingham Palace recently, when his 
Majesty conferred upon hlrn tho Albert 
medul for gallantry, which is thus de¬ 
scribed in the Court Circular : 

“During the disturbances at Baku, in 
September, 1905, four Englishmen were 
surrounded by insurgents at Zabrnl, the 
headquarters in Balachuni of the Buku 
Russian Company, and were in immi¬ 
nent danger of losing their lives. The 
four Englishmen had alreudy been Iso¬ 
lated! for some time when news of their 
perilous position reached the British 
Embassy at St. Petersburg, and Mr. 
Urquhart, accompanied by two Cossacks 
and severul Tartars from the village of 
Mushtagee, started to relieve the be¬ 
leaguered men. 

“The district was full of armed Tar¬ 
tars, and in such a state of unrest that 
when Mr. Urquhart started upon his ex¬ 
pedition it was not expected by the re¬ 
mainder of the British colony ill F&ku 
that he would live to return. 

“O 11 the night of his departure Mr. 
Urquhart proceeded to a farm which hej 
possessed in the neighborhood, where he 
hoped to be able to get help from his 
own farm hands, who were Tartars! and 
uiso to collect supplies; but notwith¬ 
standing that the party was stopped and 
filed on irom time to time the supplies 
were collected, and a start was made 
early the next morning for Balachani. 

“Mr. Urquhort's courageous and spon¬ 
taneous action was rewarded with, sue-; 
cess. lie got through and found the] 
four Englishmen In a dreadful condi¬ 
tion. especially on account of water, and 
after feeding them he persuaded them to 
gD with him in carts which he had 
brought, with as muny Armenians as 
thev could take with them. Immediately 
afterwards the whole of the buildings 
were carried by storm, and everyone 
found therein put to death.

ACCOUNT OF SAINT MELANIA TRE 
YOUNGER. 

H*r Annual Income Wu One Hundred 
and Twenty Thousand Pounds 
Weight of Gold. 

Cardinal Rampolla, Secretary of State 
io Pope Leo XIII. t discovered among 
the manuscripts of the Escurial when 
be was Papal Nuncio at Madrid, a bio¬ 
graphy of Saint Melania the Younger, 
which he has lately translated, edited 
and had printed at the Vaticun press. 
What follows Is an abridgment of Ids 
narrative. 

The author of this biography was 
named Geronitius. From A. D. 405 un¬ 
til 439 he was In the service of and dally 
association with Melania, and after her 
death he succeeded her as the head of 
a monastery which she founded. An 
eyewiiness, he tells who Melania was, 
the amount of her fortune and what 
she did with it. 

Melania and her husband were both 
Christians and wished to follow liter¬ 
ally the Saviour’s precept: “Go and~sell 
aF that thous hast and give to the poor 
and Ihou shall have treasure in hea¬ 
ven.” They therefore resolved to de¬ 
vote their immense possessions to the 
cause of Christ. 

History records that during the fourlh 
and the beginning of the llfth century 
afler Christ certain patrician Roman 
families amassed enormous wealth. Me¬ 
lania’s fortune surpassed all others and 
consisted of a villa on the Coelian r.t 
Rome which enclosed portlcoed courts, 
a circus, a hippodrome and 

IMMENSE GARDENS. 

Its buildings were decorated with paint¬ 
ings, mosaics, statues, sculpture and 
precious marbles, cared for and served 
by gardeners, butchers, bakers, cooks, 
waiting women, valets and all the host 
of necessary slaves. 

A rural domain at the fifth milestone 
on the Appian way three miles in cir¬ 
cumference—-its ruins have yielded many 
marbles to tiie Vatican museum. 

An estate on the northern coast of 
Sicily tilled by eight thousand slaves. 

Estates In Africa, Numidia, Mauri¬ 
tania, in Britain, in Spain and in Gaul 
with enough slaves to cult!valeathern. 

Her yearly revenues, It Is estimated, 
amounted to scores of millions of dol¬ 
lars. They may well have exceeded the 
civil list of uny emperor or potentate 
who ever lived, und were probably great¬ 
er than uny other women ever possessed. 

It is not known what use .Melania 
made of her wealth before she decided 
to rid herself of it; her biographer be¬ 
gins his story only when she had so 
resolved. 

Melania found it very difTlcult to fol¬ 
low the command of her Muster; public 
opinion, custom and above all the law 
of the Empire forbade. The Roman law 
then prohibited, except under certain 
reslrictions, the alienation of real es¬ 
tate. Then, when this husband and 
wife decided to obey Christ’s command 
they were minors and they could not 
sell their real estate without a decree, 
ratified by the Roman Senate. 

At the irrigation of a brother-in-law 
the slaves of I lie property on the Via 
Apnia rose in Insurrection, insisting 
that they preferred slavery with its sure 
main'enance to freedom with an un¬

WORK IN A FRENCH 
RAILWAY DISASTER. 

TMr Knowledge Helped to Sove U>« 
Lives of o Number of the 
Wounded. 

The railway disaster on October H 
last near Paris, France, by which ten 
people were killed and more than a 
score very seriously injured has an in¬ 
teresting side for Canadians because of 
(he splendid work of three nurses, all 
natives of Ontario—namely, Miss Fran¬ 
ces Monroe, formerly of Toronto; Miss 
Laura E. Coleman, from near Kingston, 
and Miss Elizabeth Hogic, from near 
SI. Catharines. These nurses, who 
each finished their hospital training si 
Boston, Muss., were on their way for 
a short holiday through picturesque 
and historic Touralnc, when their train, 
which wus to run into a siding to al¬ 
low an express to pass, was struck by 
the flyer for Paris going at the rale of 
fifty miles an hour.

The nurses, who had fortunately 
brought their emergency cases with 
them, had no doctor to assist them for 
almost half an hour, but Miss Cole¬ 
man, who speaks French, sent one 
porter for 

she knew was carried by all French 
trains. Othere were despatched for doc¬ 
tors, and others again for rugs and 
blankets, whilst the train hands brought 
cushions as fast as they were able to 
get the dead and wounded out of ihe 
cars. 

The three brave Canadian nurses 
worked unceasingly from 5 p.m. till 
almost midnight before the last sufferer 
was on Ihe train for Paris, and then 
they returned with Ihe train to look 
after the worst eases on the way to 
the capital. In the meantime the news 
of ihe heroic work of the nurses had 
spread in Ihe city, and when they 
emerged from the station they were 
given u great ovation, but they quickly 
got carriages and drove away, not even 
giving their names to the doctors or 
the railway officials, and had it not 
been for the fuct that a doctor from 
Boston. Mass., 6aw and recognized them 
they would have remained unknown 
yel even by name or nationality. At 
their request, however, the doctor did 
not sav who they were until they hud 
left Paris a second time on their holiday 
tour.

Their Strange Adventures In South 
Africa, Australia and 


If you wlah to know what becomes cl 
many of the younaer sons of our noble 
houses you should go to the Colonies, 
said the friend of a writer in Lundoii 
Tit-Bits, who has spent half a lifetime 
in “globe-trotting.” There you will run 
across them in scores in the most un¬ 
expected places, and doing work which 
they would rather starve than touch in 
England. There P scarcely a British 
colony in which y^q will not meet these 
aristocratic derelicts who have, been 
turned—or, rather, in most casts have 
turned themselves—adrift to make a liv¬ 
ing as best (hey can. 

In Johannesburg alone, when I was 
there a few yeurs ago, just before dio 
war, I was told that there were at least 
sixty of these sprigs of nobility, sonic 
of Ihcm men with titles, filling all kinds 
o! humble roles, from barman to groom 
and from loafer to liftman. Among the 
men working in one livery-stuble on the 
Land were two young fellows who bore 
two of the proudest names in the peer¬ 
age. 

One of these had held a commission 
in a crack regiment, and had been one 
of the most fashionable and popular 
men in Londun society. 

HE HAD A MANIA FOR GAMBLING, 

however, got heavily into debt, und, m 
h.s father refused him any further as¬ 
sistance, disappeared one day and turn¬ 
ed up in South Africa, where after ft 
close brush with starvation he win glad 
to get employment as a groom—about 
the only kind of work for which lie had 
any qualillcation. This man is the son 
of an earl and is closely relnled to 
many of our great noble families; while 
his comrade, who is brother of ft well- 
known baron whose purse Ls ns short 
os his lineage Ls long, bod no resource 
but to emigrate after failing to qualify 
for the Army. There are many men 
of noble birth, too, who are working at 
the gold-mines, including the 'brother- 
in-law of one of our dukes, who, when 
I was on the Band, was acting us fore¬ 
man of a gong of Kallirs.

- Two of them whose acquaintance 
I made had enlisted os privates in the 
American army und fought through die 
war with Spain. One of th as the 
son of a Scottish earl, n him u-c, cle¬ 
ver mon, who might have done some¬ 
thing good al home if it hud not been 
for hLs love of

The other, who is the younger brother 
and heir presumptive of an Irish peer, 
hud been uii ofllcer in our Army und 
had distinguished himself in the Bur¬ 
mese War. But he wus extravagant far 
beyond his means, and ufter his family 
grew weary of extricating him from 
debt be had lo resign his commission. 
After a spell of acting with various 
touring companies, he crossed ihe Atlun- 
t ; c and was glad to drift into the army 
as a private.

The largest sun dial in the world is 
at Delhi, in India. Dr. Reim of the 
Royal Astronomical Institute in Berlin, 
Germany, has recently completed Ihe 
dillicull task of making a model of this 
gigantic piece of work. About 1C50— 
the exact dale is not known—Jai Sing 
II., influenced probably by the Jesuits, 
creeled at Delhi. Benares and other 
places observatories, the ruins of which 
still exist. The natives know little • r 
nothing of the meaning of these ruins 
and reports of F.nglish travellers of the 
eighteenth century give the only definite 
information which we possess as to ihe 
form and use of the mural instruments. 

The peculiarity of this work, giving 
it a unique position among the astro¬ 
nomical monuments of the world, says 
the Deu'sehe Urmacher Zeitung, is that 
wall and instrument are one. It is one 
of the oldest which have been preserved 
(the oldest in Europe being the Leyden 
Observatory, built in 1G32), and here 
were determined the obliquity of the 
ecliptic, the length and breadth, declin¬ 
ation and position of the equinoctial 
lines. 

A narrow* flight of stone steps like a 
ladder parallel with the axis of Ihe 
earth leads slrniuht upward. Its sup¬ 
porting walls ore smooth marble and 
the shadow falls upon great marble arcs, 
built out at the right and left, and 
marks the lime when the sun is shining 
fn minutes. Galleries and steps allow 
access from oil sides. 

The platform of the building were 
once used, probably, for smaller port¬ 
able instruments, which have fallen to 
pieces. Before the yeor ISfiO English¬ 
men found the building used for horse 
stalls. This equatorial gnomon is about 
,4ft feet high, the length of Iho oblique 
edges Is 11G feet and the radius of the 
circle about 10 feet. Near it stand the 
ruins of nn obliquely inclined astrono¬ 
mical construction whose purpose is un¬ 
known. 

The observations seem to have been 
longer continued nt Benares, the resi¬ 
dence of the great Moguls. At least Dr. 
Riem was able, guided by Information 
from English sources of the eighteenth 
century, to reconstruct some small in- 
sirumenls which were still known at 
that time in Benares. 

But the saving *ex oriente lux.” nn- 
plied to the sc'ence of astronomy, seems 
to have no great significance here, for 
In spite of the construction of this ob¬ 
servatory, no accurate results were ob¬ 
tained.

WILL DISCOUNT DREADNOUGHT. 

Guns Weighing 85 Tons Likely to he 
Installed in New Battleships. 

Though many of tho recent measures 
o! the British Admiralty are open lo the 
sharpest criticism, und have been not 
unjustly criticized, there is ono depart¬ 
ment, that concerned with the designing 
of warships, where the present Admir¬ 
alty is fur in advance of all foreign 
naval administrations, and of past Ad¬ 
miralties in Great Britain. The brilliant 
success of the Dreadnought is still fresh 
iu the minds of all; the great armored 
cruisers of the Invincible type represent 
in their class what the Dreadnought re¬ 
presents in tho class of battleship: hut 
there are Indications that tho nnvul 
authorities have in view yet larger and 
more powerful battleships than even tin? 
dreadnought, armed with guns which 
will throw hers in the shade. 

These new ships are not the vessels 
lo be begun in the present financial veaiv 
but the battleships of ihe l‘.H)7-8 pro¬ 
gramme, which are nuf, unhappily, lo 
be laid down until March or April. UHjh. 
In them there is some reason to believe 
that the 12-in. gun will he finally aban¬ 
doned and replaced by a new and fur 
more powerful weapon. 

It is impossible by way of reply to the 
new German ships to put mure 12-in. 
guns into o battleship. 1 he Dread- 
i nought's battery represents the utmost 
number of guus that cun be used in ac¬ 
tion with real advantage. The condi¬ 
tions necessitate the introduction uf a 
new type of monster gun. 

The pattern selected is believed to be 
a 13^-in. gun forty-five culibr. •• Imig. 
That is to say. Hie gun will be b.aly-tix** 
limes 13%-in. in length, or roughly '•>!' 
fi*et long. Its weight will be about 
eighty-five or eighty-six tons. A#pwn "t 
the same calibre, but of old design, an i 
much feebler power, is curried to-day in 
the Royal Sovereign cla*n. The old gun 
l*es a 1.250-lb. shell, which i> 4uu-it>. 
heavier Ilian the projectiles lired l.> Hit 
Dreadnoughts weapons. The penetra¬ 
tion through wrought.iron at the mu/'.it 
is 51-in. in the case of the Dread¬ 
noughts guns. It should be 02-in. »<r 
(V.l-in. at Ihe very least in the ruse of the 
new weapons.

Sir Rlcbartl IIuiIoiTn Translation of 
the Tales. 

“TI 19 Amblnn Nights” was first In¬ 
troduced to Europe by a Frenchman 
named Uullund, and the first English 
versions were simply translations of 
his. Then a Dr. Scott gave 4 very su¬ 
perior edition, “occasionally corrected 
from the Arable.” In 1839, however, 
appeared an English translation entire¬ 
ly from the Arabic, with copious notes 
and illustrutlojis. It was Edward Wil 
Ham Lunc’s, a gentleman whose long 
residence In Egypt had fully qualified 
him for his work. This translation 
may be said to have held the field un¬ 
til tho appearance of one by Sir Rich 
urd Burton. Sir Hichurd was a daring 
and successful traveler, who had a re¬ 
markable fuellity I 11 acquiring eustern 
languages. He performed a pilgrim¬ 
age to Mecca disguised us a pilgrim, a 
feat as difficult as It was during. Iu 
1872 he was appointed to the post of 
British consul at Trlcst. Hero he 
applied Ills knowledge of Arabic to 
muklng a faithful translation of “The 
Arabian Nights Entertainments,” sup¬ 
plementing his work with copious uotcn 
und terminul essays which have been 
called a mine of curious and diverting 
Information. Its publication caused n 
great sensation. Details were freely 
given that had previously been sup¬ 
pressed. But tho accuracy of the trans¬ 
lation us a whole wus candidly ac¬ 
knowledged, and Burton may be cred¬ 
ited with having made Into* the Eng¬ 
lish language the finest translation of 
these wonderful Arabian tales.—Lon¬ 
don Answers.

Tho big dogs 
know perfectly well what the exercise 
means, and they wait with comic en¬ 
thusiasm until tho dummy is thrown 
into tho water and an agent plongeur 
rushes out on hearing tho splash und 
tho outcry of spectators. While the 
men are busj’ with lines and life buoys 
the dog plunges into t.hc water, swims 
to tho dummy, watches with rare in¬ 
telligence for an opportunity to get nn 
advantageous hold, and then it either 
swims ashore or waits for its master, 
who brings to the rescue long poles, 
cork belts and the like. The more ex¬ 
perienced dogs, however, will easily 


effect a rescue from first to last witt 
out human assistance, and it is an lr 
ppirlng sight to watch them lookin 
for a foothold on the slippery sides o 
the river bank and pulling the bcav 
dummy into a place of safety. 

It takes about four months to trai 
the dogs efficiently. They are nls 
charged with the protection of tho! 
masters when attacked by tho do> 
perate ruffians who sleep under th 
arches of the bridge In summer. Thu 
In Paris the pollco dogs are a prove 
success.—Century.

Tho Ilofbrauhau.s of Munich Is per¬ 
haps the oldest and largest saloon In 
the world, owned by the king of Ba¬ 
varia and patronized by an average of 
12,(MX) customers a day. On holldnys 
the number often runs up to 15,000 nnd 
10,000. Nothing to drink Is sold but 
beer, brewed at tho royal brewery, 
which was started by King Ludwig the 
Severe in 1255. The present Hof bra u- 
haus was built In 1044, and tho beer 
wus brewed on tho spot until 1878, 
when tho brewery was moved Into tht 
country to less expensive quarters. 

There are scats for 1,500 customers, 
plain wooden benches without backs 
beside plain “wooden tables without 
covers. In tho garden or court are 100 
empty beer barrels set on end, which 
are used for tables. The steins, which 
are very heavy and hold a quart of 
beer, are piled up In stacks before the 
bar on the floor in the morning, where 
they remain until they are used. 

When a customer wants beer bo 
picks out a stein, takes It to one of the 
basins of running water which line the 
walls nnd washes It himself. Then he 
carries It to the counter and hands It 
over to tho bartender, who fills It with 
beer from the barrel. The price is 0 
cents n stein, and the profits support 
the hospitals of the city, although tht 
king could claim them If he desired to 
do so, as the brewery and the Hofbrau- 
haus belong to him by Inheritance.

greater ago, but most of these are now 
undecipherable from the perishing ma¬ 
terial used or have sunk deep into the 
earth, In which ease there ran bo small 
doubt as to the inscriptions having be 
come obliterated. 

The oldest record I have come across 
was at Godsliill churchyard, near Von;- 
nor, where the visitor can see legibly 
Inscribed, “Annie Garde, 15U2,” but 
probably some of your readers may 
know of tombstones hearing an carllct 
dato. The most surprising number of 
old tombstones clustered together nr 
possibly those grouped at Bonehurcli, 
Isle of Wight, these ranging from USK 
to 1702.

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POULTY HOUSES 

TIih poultry bou ea 1 have seen on 
I many of tbe farm* In Ontario are 
; mostly of two kinds—-those that are 
| small. poorly lighted, and seldom! 
cleaned; and those that are well built, 
j well lighteJ, and frequently kept mod* 
jeiately clean. The last rnentioiif d 
houees are not much more satisfactory 
than the first. 

The essential points lu a poultry 
house are light, dryness and uood ven- 
; tilation. The houses that have beta 
built warm and tight, with the idea o' 
keeping the water from freezing have 
! the objection, that in nearly all case* 
the ceilings and walls coat with frost 
during very cold weather. When tb* 
weather moderates the frost melts and 
you have a very damp house. The 
house smells of chickens, or in other 
words, is poorly ventilated, and in 
many Instances tbe cbickeus are un¬ 
healthy. Sometimes they lHy well 
during winter, but tbe eggs are very 
poor for hatching purposes. 

For a number of years we have been 
trying to find some way to overcome 
these difficulties. The b**st mean; of 
ventilating a house, thnt I know of, is 
by using oioth screen*, and to keep a 
home perfectly dry I have found noth¬ 
ing belter than a straw loft. The ceil- 
It g is covered with straw, the straw' 
being placed on boards or rails which 
are some 6 or 8” apart. The straw 
should be about one foot or more in 
depth. Tbe straw which is exposed 
to tbe air of the pen, ubsorbs the 
majority of the moisture in keeping 
houses perfectly thy by using straw 
lofts. Wfcero wh have not used these 
lofts,even whore there was ample ven¬ 
tilation, there has been some little dif¬ 
ficulty with frosted walls aud ceilings. 

Tbe use of the curtain (tout is com* 
iDg more into favor. Under ordinary 
circumstantas a bouse needs to be y of 
the (rout of glass in order to ha o the 
pen w'ell lighted. There should he 
about as much more of the (rout of the 
cotton. The cotton may be put on 
frames which can bo closed or opened 
according to weath»r conditions. On 
nice bright days the cotton is either 
rolled up, or if the curtain is put on 
frames, it can bo hung up. This makes 
the pen very nice, br.ght an 1 airy. On 
nearly all days the cottoo screens 
should he opened for a shoit time. On 
days which are very windy' and dull, 
it is advisable to only open one screen. 
If more than one is opened there is ant 
to be to many draughts throughout the 
pen. As far as we can toll, cotton will 
keep out almost^as much cold as ordi¬ 
nary glass frame or sash. At least, in 
the houses where we have a similar 
house with all glass fiont and no cot* 
tou. It must bo borne in mind, how¬ 
ever, that in tho?e houses of ours where 
the tests ate mude, the windows are 
not fitted extieme tight. 

Where floors are made of cement, 
boards, or ground; at least four or six 
inches of fresh earth should be put on 
each y:ar. Cure should be taken to 
keep the floors well cleaned, otherwise 
the ground become; tainted and the 
common epidemic among fowls, rnoru 
prevalent, Tun grrund outside the 
house should be ploughed or spaded 
once or twice a year. The laud too 
uetdsicropi iog ai d ••.here this is im¬ 
possible the next best thing is to sup¬ 
ply lime ai.d work the fame into the 
soil. 

All poultry houses should he white¬ 
washed and ilisiiiftcted at least once a 
•.ear. The present time is umle&iiable 
(or whitewashing, hb it is apt to leave 
ihe house entirely too dump forth** 
coming Mas>n. It would be Letter 
d.ue iu the spring or summer.

Until this was done for the thousands 
like himself, who through no fault rf 
their own were before the abyss, ho 
could only regard the plaintiff us his 
debtor, in that, having more of Ihi.s 
world’s goods than he needed, he owed 
it to society to give of his surplus lo 
those who in the struggle for existence 
hud not been so fortunate as to obtain 
an economic advantage over others. 

He asked the judge to enquire of the 
plaintiff what was his ethical litle to 
the wealth lie possessed, and not what 
lii^ legal claim was upon the debtor. 

Judge Willis said that he should do 
no such thing. He was surprised that 
Mr. Barnes should have advanced such 
u defence, and lie would get no sympa¬ 
thy from him. 

He gave judgment for the amount 
claimed, and said thut he would order 
Mr. Barnes ethically, arid with due re¬ 
gard to all interests, lo pay 10s per 
month.

Everv voice of nature, every incident 
of life speaks of this same law. None 
can sow in the fields of this world the 
seeds of hate, of strife, of oppression, 
Injustice, malice, lust, und shuinc and 
escape the stern fact that this world is 
so ordered that every deed, every word 
and even thought is vitul, freighted with

Text: Luke 23. 4.

Pilute’s Title ond OfTice.—The fact Hint 
our gospel narratives uniformly speak 
of Pontius Pilate us governor mukes it 
proper for Uw to inquire what was the 
real position which he occupied under 
the Roman government, end what his 
power und authority. In the time# of 
the riomun Republic the highest two 
magistrates of the capital city itself were 
called consuls. These consuls were 
elected for one year only, but while in 
oilier they exercised u power und an 
authority almost equal to that of the 
kings whom they hud supplanted. 
Under the later empire, liowev- r, the 
oflice of consul, while still maintained, 
became of much less importance, dwind¬ 
ling to the mere presidency of the 
senate, of public games, etc. At the time 
of Christ the larger provinces of the 
Roman Empire were governed by otli-

formation concerning the dynasty of 
Herod, and the fuels which he records 
concerning that dynasty ure apparently 
most accurate.

B you are a Scotsman, you stand a 
better chance of being killed by accident 
Uian If you are English, Welsh or Irish. 
Thirty-one out of every 1,000 Scotch 
people who die ore killed by accident, 
and 30 English out of every 1,000. 
French people are much more careful, 
for only 15 out of every 1,000 French 
deaths ore attributable to accident. As 
might be supposed, the risks of death by 
accident are greater In America than 
anywhere else. No fewer than 30 per 
1,000 oS Americans die from accidental 
causes, says London Answers. 

How many of us ever atop to consider 
the chances that play so great a part In 
our daily lives? Very few do so, unless, 
percliance. they happen to be taking out 
an insurance policy. Insurance com¬ 
panies have, of course, to use a slang 
term, got risks of all kinds down to a 
fine point. Their statisticians have cal¬ 
culated chances so carefully that they 
can quote a premium on anything from 
tho Insurance of a house against lire to 
that of the disablement of a professional 
fiddler's forefinger. They will insure yau 
against anything from catching measles 
to having twins, and tills being so, they 
must, of course, make it their business 
to know ♦exactly the risks the Insured 
run. 

RELIGIOUS WORK FOR LONG LIFE. 

Their life tables tell you all sort* of 
curious things. For instance, that If you 
are a clergyman you have a better 
cliunce of living to man’s full spun of 
three score and ten than if your profes¬ 
sion Is that of a doctor. Yet, oddly 
enough, a doctor, in spite of the risks he 
runs from infection, has a better chance 
of life than an ullorney, while the latter's 
life chances are bettor than those of a 
coachmun's; 184 coachmen out of 10 000 
die for every 108 attorneys. Tho life 
chance* ure worst of all for Innkeepers 
and cubdrivers. If the dcathrate for

Third in point of deudliness comes 
heart diseuse, which carries" off about 
1.400 yearly out of eoch million of the 
British people. Cancer and apoplexy 
send each about 500 to their graves, 
while the danger of smallpox is so slight 
us to be less than one-hundredth of that 
of consumption. 

With all its fogs, London is not on 
unhealthy place to live in. Your chances 
of living to un old uge in London are 
belter than in either of the next two 
lurgest British towns. Out of every 
1.000 London babies no fewer than 124 
live to reach the good old age of seventy- 
live, while of 1,000 Glasgow children 
only 87 do so. In Manchester your 
chances of long life diminish still fur¬ 
ther. It is 100 to 6 against the resident 
ot Manchester reaching the age of 
seven tv-ftve. If you live ut Brighton 
your chances are much more rosy than 
in unv of the three great cities ulready 
mentioned.

Under Hie luicr empire, nowewr, me 
office of consul, while still maintained, 
became of much less importance, dwind¬ 
ling to the mere presidency of the 
senate, of public games, etc. At the time 
of Christ the larger provinces of the 
Roman Empire were governed by offi¬ 
cers called proconsuls, who exercised 
the authority of consuls In their respec¬ 
tive provinces. They were also called 
proprietors, or governors. Subordinate 
to these proconsuls, or provincial 
governors, again, were the procurators, 
who had charge of the Imperial revenue, 
and administered justice in cases relat¬ 
ing thereto. In lh<* smaller provinces, 
which were, so to speak, uppenduges of 
the greater proconsular provinces, the 
procurators also sometimes discharged 
the functions of the governor or the pro¬ 
consul of the province. Judea was mio 
of the smaller provinces which together 
constituted the proconsular province of 
Syria. Pontius Pilate held the position 
of procurator of Judeu and was subject 
to the governor or proconsul of the 
larger province of Syriu. Perhaps the 
reason for the fuel Uiut he is uniformly 
culled governor in our English Mible. is 
wihut the Greek word so translated, like 
its English equivalent. Is used in u 
broader sense, lo designate any person 
having executive authority in a state or 
province. The Jewish historian, Jose¬ 
phus, however. Is careful to speak of 
Pilate onlv by bis pruper title, procura¬ 
tor, and iii the German and other trans¬ 
lations of the Hilile title applied lo 
Pilule also is one which more carefully 
distinguishes his office from that of his 
superior, the governor of Sjriu. I\\o 
other It.mum procurators spoken of in 
the New Tegument under the title of 
governor arc K< lix (Acts 23. 24) and I Vs- 
tus (Acts 24. 27). Judean prncurmors as 
a mutter of fact cxorcLed a much higher 
authority than officers of the same rank 
in nlher Itomnn provinces: in judicial 
matters their word was supreme, except 
in eases involving persons who were 
Homan citizens, where appeal was pos¬ 
sible to the eiiipernr al Home. Hence the 
remark «.f \ggrippu to oaneem- 

ijjjr Paul. “This inun might have been 
set at liberty, if be had not appealed 
unlo C" -r-’lAcIs SB. 3i>. Sulxii'dinato 
to the Roma i procurator Pilate, the 
Sanhedrin was pi i milled to exercise liie 
functions of supreme court of the na¬ 
tion, especially in all civil and religious 
affairs. In criminal cases, however, 
fewer prerogatives were allowed in the 
Sanhedrin, and the right to pass 41m 
sentence of death or to execute the same 
was absolutely forbidden it. this fact 
made it necessary for the Jews lo bring 
some formal ehurge against Jesus before 
the Homan procurator in order lo obtain 
from him the sentence of death which 
thev desired. 


Verse 13. Pilate called together the 
chief priests and the rulers and the 
people — Pilules official residence was 
the palace of Herod nt Ca>snroa and only 
at the time of the great JcwTsli feasts 
does he seem to have resided in Jerusa¬ 
lem. occupying during his stay in each 
case apartments in the paluce of Herod 
in that city. 

IV. And*.said unto them—His address 
to the people and the members of the 
Sanhedrin was a formal one delivered 
horn Ids customary scut of judgment. 
The public examination of the prisoner 
which Pilule hud just held hud convinced 
the procurator of the innocence of him 
whom the Jews had so vehemently ac¬ 
cused. This fact he does not hesitate lo 
stale as he faces the company of Jesus’s 
accusers with the words, “Behold I. 
having examined him before you, found 
no fault in this man touching Ihe things 
whereof ye accuse him.'’ 

15. Nor yet Herod—Herod Antipos, 
called in the New Testament also Herod 
the teirurch, the same who hud put 
John the Buptist lo deuth. He wus the 
son of Herod the Great. The examina¬ 
tion of Josus by Herod referred to in 
this verse was presumably only an in¬ 
formal one and one which constituted 
no part of Ihe regular trial. It is re¬ 
ferred to again in Acts 4. .27.

viction of the prisoner's innocence. 

21. Crucify, crucify him—Crucifixion 
\va.s the customary Roman method of 
punishment inflicted on persons of de¬ 
pendent nations not possessing Roman 
citizenship. 

22. Why, what evil hath this man 
done—The Judge condescends to argue 
the rase wd . i.. plaintiff, a grave re¬ 
flection on Ihe -manliness and indepen¬ 
dence of the former. One thing to be 
noted in this connection, however, is 
the fact that Pilate did actually take 
successive steps which he hoped would 
secure the consent of the Jews to the 
prisoner’s acquittal : (1) He publicly de¬ 
clared his innocence. (2) Ho supple¬ 
mented bis own verdict by the public 
announocnicnt of that of Herod which 
coincided with his own. (3) He sought to 
tvlouse Jesus In compliance with an es¬ 
tablish.*,! custom. (V) lie proposed to the 
Jews lo make scourging a substitute for 
the extreme penalty oi deuth. (5) As u 
lust resort h** appealed to the compassion 
of the accusers.

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SOME DAINTY DISHES* 

Ginger Snaps.—One cup of brown «u- 
gar, one cup of butter and lard raixtd, 
one cup New Orleans molasses, one tea* 
spoonful ginger, one half cup of sweet 
milk, two teaspoonfuls of baking pow¬ 
der, flQur enough to roll. Bake in a hot 
oven. ' 4 * 

Potato Soup.—Pare five or six pota¬ 
toes and slice also, peel two onions and 
•lice with tliq potatoes. Put in stew- 
pan and boil with quite a lUtle water; 
salt and pepper. When almost done add 
\ teaspoon of butter. Beat one or two 
eggs in a lurge dish, then stir gently 
while pouring soup boiling hot over the 
eggs. This is delicious on cold evening* 
with cither crackers or corn bread, es¬ 
pecially with corn bread. 

Fruit Cake.—Two pounds of raisins, 
seeded; two pounds of currants, one 
half lemon peel, one tcaspoonful of cin¬ 
namon! one teaspoonful cloves, one tea¬ 
spoonful mace, six eggs, the whites 
beaten separately; one wine gloss of 
brandy, two cups of olinond nuts, 
chopped fine, three tcospoonfuls of bak¬ 
ing powder, one pound of butter, two 
pounds of flour, one and one-half pounds 
of light brown sugar. Cream the butter 
and sugar well. 

To make Lime Water.—Take a piece of 
uuslacked lime about the size of a wal¬ 
nut, drop it Into two quarts of Altered 
water, contained in an earthen vessel, 
stir thoroughly, allow it to settle and use 
only from the top, replacing the water 
and stirring as consumed. 

Butter-Scotch.—Melt one and a half 
ounces of butter in a preserving pan, 
and add to it eight ounces of moist su¬ 
gar. Stir over u moderate Are for ten 
minutes, or until a little dropped into 
cold water is brittle. When sufficiently 
cooked, pour at once on to buttered 
plates. The grated rind of half a lemon 
is an improvement to this. 

Milky icing for cakes should be made 
thus: Place one and a half cupfuls of 
Icing sugar in a basin and add a tea 
spoonful of lemon essence, or, if pre¬ 
ferred. the grated rind of a lemon. Then 
stir in slowly sufficient boiling milk to 
make the icing soft enough to spread 
easily. 

A Novelty in Mutton Chops.—Take all 
the superflous fat from some mutton 
chops, season with pepper and salt, and 
wrup up in buttered paper. Fold the 
paper neotly together and fry till the 
chops are browned. Serve in the peppers 
with a gurnlsh of fried parsley. This Is 
an excellent way of cooking chops, and 
wih often induce an invalid who objects 
to them to moke a hearty meal. 

Buttered Eggs wilh Gravy.—Beat two 
eggs with a tublespoonful of milk. Let 
one ounce of butter melt in a small 
saucepan, stir the eggs into the butter, 
and continue stirring over a brisk Are 
until the eggs are a Ann custard. 
Season nicely, place on u square of but¬ 
tered toast, and pour a little thick brown 
gravy over. Garnish with parsley and 
serve hot. 

Pickled eggs are prepared Thus: Boil 
six or eight eggs till hard, when cold re¬ 
move the shells and put the eggs in vine¬ 
gar in which beetroot has been pickled. 
The eggs will soon become a deep red. 
Serve with sulud round. In order to 
make the eggs stand upright, cut off a 
thin slice from the large end. Dusting 
the eggs with chopped parsley and the 
powdered yolk of an egg makes u pretty 
garnish. 

ROAST GOOSE WITH APPLE. 

Prepare the goose for stuffing in the 
ordinary way. For Uie shilling crumble 
o loaf of stale bread, add a pint of chop- 
pedL apples, one smull onion chopped 
fine, 1 and half a cupful of butter. Sea¬ 
son with suit and pepper, mix well and 
cook for a moment, then All up the goose 
and sew the opening up securely. Tills

HOUSEHOLD HELPS. 

Hot watef ahould never be used to re¬ 
move onion juice, as it causes it to set. 

Enamelled saucepans can be kept 
scrupulously clean t>y rubbing with salt 
moistened with vinegar. 

Hairbrushes should be washed in luke¬ 
warm water in which borax, ^oda, or 
ammonia has been dissolved. 

A small piece of Brussels carpet, 
sprinkled with powdered brick or emery 
powder, will clean knives quickly and 
thoroughly. - 

Ivory Knife Handles.—For cleaning 
ivory handles of knives sawdust weltea 
with ammonia or spirits of wine Is gen¬ 
erally effectual. Lemon Juice and whit¬ 
ing will also remove stains on the 
handles. 

Gold paint con be satisfactorily made 
by mixing half an ounce of good quality 
gold-bronze with one and & quarter 
ounces of Japan gold-size. If necessary 
thin with turps. Cleun the article to bo 
gilded, and paint thin and evenly with a 
soft brush. 

Gold chains, brooches and other Jew¬ 
ellery can be thoroughly cleaned by 
scrubbing lightly with an old nailbrush 
dipped In a lather of warm soap and 
wafer, Hlnse well, then lay the articles 
while wet In a bag of boxwood sawdust. 
Shake gently, then rub dry with a cloth. 
Bran is sometimes used instead of saw¬ 
dust, but It does not answer the purpose 
so effectually.

UOW INDIAN FAKIRS PERFORM 
THEIR CLEVER FEATS. 

An Insight Into Uis Methods ol Perform¬ 
ing Them Marvellous 
Feats. i 

The Indian fakir is the world’s most 
wonderful illusionist. It Is easy to de¬ 
clare hi* feats are all humbug; It is 
easy to laugh at persons who, having 
seen his performances, regard him with 
awo and wonderment; yet it t* a fuct 
that no European Juggler, illusionist, 
scientist, or other person, lias success¬ 
fully performed any of the important 
feats accomplished by Indian fakirs. 
This article does not attempt to show 
how the tricks are done. It merely 
gives the opinion of those best acquaint¬ 
ed with the subjeeb-experts In occult¬ 
ism and hypnotism. 

Understand, in the Arst place, that 
everything in a fakir’s performance is 
illusionary. Any attempt to photograph 
It results in fuilure. The plate reveals 
nothing. You arc simply made to see 
things which do not exist. 

And whul things? This is one trick, 
which you can sco being performed in 
India in many cities on the duy* if 
general festivities. Round a fakir, a 
wiry little man, whose clothing consists 
only of a loin-cloth, are assembled a 
vast audience. The little follow In the 
centre gives a shrill wliistle, and throws 
up into (he air what appears An be :i 
rope. You wait for this rop6 to full, 
but it doesn’t. / 

THE BOY WHO CLIMBS TO THE SKY. 

It straightens itself out, and looks 
just as If it were hanging from the sky. 
Tlie fukir clap* his hunds, and gives 
vent to another whistle. Apparently 
out of nowhere, for the crowd are quite 
Afteen feet from the fakir, a boy ap¬ 
pears, clothed in the manner of his 
master. The fakir picks up the boy, and 
flings him into the air, towards the 
dangling rope. 

You hold your breath while the boy 
clutches hold of the rope, and shins 
up It, monkey fashion, till he disappears 
from, sigh!, in the cleur sky. A few 
moments later, up goes the fakir, until 
he, too, Is lost to view. Suddenly, from 
the sky you see and hear sections of the 
boy’s body fall und strike the ground 
with a dull thud. Then the fakir re¬ 
appears, descending the rope, first es 
a mere speck in Ihe heavens, but gradu¬ 
ally becoming larger as lie nears the 
ground.

This, the fuvorite feut of Indian fak 
Its, has been witnessed scores of times 
by officers and other Europeans whose 
word is indisputable. The olllcers of u 
British warship, having several civil of- 
Adals aboard, vouch for the following 
particulars. Their ship had come to « 
halt In un East Indian purl, ufter 
juurnev of many thousund miles, when 
the fakir made his uppeurance, swim¬ 
ming through the surf und scrambling 
to the deck by the unchor-chains. Thus 
he had no confederate, nor any means 
of assistance aboard.

, IMPROVEMENT OF CORN. 

Since the kind of corn harvested de¬ 
pends so much upon the kind of plants 
from which the seed is selected, It is of 
vital importance to give greut aitenjion 
to seloction, writes Mr. C. Y. Harney. 
For silage purposes the stalk should be 
rich, succulent, leafy and remain green 
and tender until the ear has rcuched 
considerable development. But U car 
com is the only product desired, the 
qualities of the stalk should be such ns 
will best leud to the proper develop¬ 
ment and support of one or more good 
ears. The productiveness of Ihe stalk 
is, of course, the point of most Impor¬ 
tance. A stalk great in circumference, 
near the ground and tapering gradually 
to the tassel, with sufllcicnt foliage, of 
vigorous appcarunce, free from disease 
and bearing a good ear or ears at a 
convenient height, is a desirable stalk 
from which to select seed. 

A thick, stout slulk can withstand ex¬ 
tremes of weuthei for a longer period 
and with less Injury than a slender 
stalk, and Is less apt to blow down und 
cause Ihe ears to decoy on the ground. 
The height at which the ear Is born is a 
point of considerable importance, und 
seed selection with reference to this 
point is governed by the locality. In 
fertile districts in the south, cars ore 
often produced so high us to make tho- 
work of shucking very laborious. The 
aim of the grower should be to obtain 
corn that will ear high enough so 1 hat 
corn harvesters can be used to cut the 
corn below the ears. Besides the difll* 
cully of gathering ears high up on the 
stalk, when in such position they exert 
an increased strain on the stulk and 
render it more liable to be broken by 
wind storm*. 

If the corn is to be shucked by hand 
and shelled or sold for milling pur¬ 
poses, a variety thut produces one lurgo 
ear to the stalk cun be most economi¬ 
cally grown, und if shredders are to be 
used und the ears are to be fed to cat¬ 
tle, u variety that produces a greater 
number though smaller ear* per stalk, 
will give belter sulisfuction. 

While in the Held selecting seed ears, 
one must always have in mind the typo 
of cur toward which he is striving. It 
is a good plun to reserve for compari¬ 
son an tar thut comes nearest the ideal 
car, but It must be remembered the 
ideul ear will not bo found, becaus^sio 
cor is in ull respects perfect. Suec*4* 
depends on u strict adherence from year 
tj year to the type it is desired to at- 
tuin. 'the leading qualities that will 
recommend the ear* of a variety suited 
t j most general purposes ure. high per¬ 
centage of shelled corn to cob, sound¬ 
ness of ears to kernels, high nutritive 
value of the kernels, uniformity in size 
und sliupe of ears and purity In color of 
grain and cobs. 

The proportion of grain to cob is in- 
Auenced by ttie length and solidity of 
kernels in proportion to size und com¬ 
position of cob. Ailing out ut butts und 
lipps, space between the rows of ker¬ 
nels, uniformity in shape und arrange¬ 
ment of kernels. While great weight of 
grain in proportion to weight of cob >s 
highly desirable, it must nut be under¬ 
stood that it is desirable to have us 
small a cob as possible, as with too 
smull a,e<Jb the pressure of the kernels 
cuiio many of the cobs to breuk, ulluw- 
mg the tip portion of the ears to drop 
out uf the husks befure the harvest. 

A larger cob with proportionately 
longer kernels und less space between 
Itio row of kernels wuuld be u great im¬ 
provement. The necessity of having 
well-matured ears with dry, sound ker¬ 
nels und cobs is so greut that it is not 
upt lo be overlooked by even the most 
careless grower. In selecting for long 
kernels, the quality of the kernel must 
nut be overlooked. The best shaped her- 
nets are those of good length which 
gradually broaden from the base or 
nninL nf Attachment on the cob to the

Bcut for ten minutes more und put in a 
squure pan, warmed, lined with butter¬ 
ed puper. Let it buke in a brisk oven

spread with n s tiff lemon jelly. Put on 
the top und let the cake stand in the ice 
box till needed. l>o not use till at least 
twelve hours after buking. Do not ice 
; Ilia top with filling or carumel. If mude 
well the lemon jelly is u great improve¬ 
ment on other fillings and it does not 
clog.

HINTS FOR THE HOME SEWER. 

When making a wide hem. cut u strip 
of rather stiff paper us long ns the width 
of the hem is lo be and an inch or two 
wide, turn the edge of the article down, 
then fold the hem to Jhe length of the 
paper, put your goods under the machine 
und sew it, measuring it every six or 
eight inches, and creasing it down. In 
making a sleeve, put the cuff on before 
seaming up the sleeve. When sewing it 
Into the garment, put the seam at the 
notch where it should go und pin it, 
then start und baste it in at the point 
where you want tho gathers to com¬ 
mence, and baste around to where the 
gut hers begin ut the back of the sleeve; 
fasten by taking two or three stitches, 
one on top of another; gather at the top 
of the sleeve, drawing the thread until 
It is of the same length us the space you 
wish to fill; tack it fast, turn it over, 
scatter the gathers evenly, or u.s you 
want them, und baste in place. Rusk* In 
only the one sleeve until you have it 
tried to see if It is all right, ns there is 
no use in having to change both. It is 
best to put on u wide flounce by hand. 
Divide the flounce and skirt each into 
eight equal parts, using pins to mark 
the skirt and notches to mark the divi¬ 
sions of the flounce. Place the flounce 
on the skirt so that the edges of both are 
even, and pin the notches fust to where 
tho pins are in the .skirl, being sure to 
get the lower edges even all around; 
then, as you gather the flounce, draw the 
gathering thread up to just the length 
between the pins; lock it down and pro¬ 
ceed in the same way all around. Put 
the skirt over the sewing machine leaf, 
with the top toward the arm. It is very 
easy then to get the gathers even and 
to keep them straight while'you sew on 
the flounce.

This collective hallucination, as ex¬ 
perts term it. is induced by fakirs by 
reason of theta knowledge of the rela¬ 
tions that exist between objective and 
! subjective states of existence*. For 
| instance, if we conceive in our inind a 
picture of a thing we have seen before, 
•an objective form of that thing comes 
into existence within our mind, and is 
composed of the substance of our own 
mind. 

If. by continual practice we gain suf¬ 
ficient power* to hold on to that image, 
and prevent its being driven away by 
other thoughts, it will become compara¬ 
tively dense, and be projected upon the 
rne.ntal sphere of others, so that they 
inuy uctuully believe they see that which 
really exists only us an irnuge within 
dir mind. 

£)n the other hand, if we cannot hold 
on to that one thought—that mental 
picture—and control it ut will, we can¬ 
not produce its reflection upon the 
mind* of others. Europeans full to re¬ 
produce the feats of fakirs through 
weakness of concentration and of con¬ 
trol of their own thoughts—which fac¬ 
ulties ore extraordinarily strong, even 
in the average Hindoo. — Pearson’s

There seems to be quite a gen¬ 
eral demand throughout the country for 
earlier maturing varieties. In general, 
the early varieties tire less productive 
than varieties requiring longer growing 
seasons. 


SUCCESSFUL HOG RAISING. 

I have raised hogs for years und make 
no statements but what practical experi¬ 
ence will prove to be correct, writes Mr. 
W. II . Underwood. I once bought at a 
state fair u boar pig thut was u beauty 
and had ull the fine points which I 
thought necessary for his purpose. \f- 
tt- paying u lurge price and taking tho 
pig home, 1 wus ^ure that u prize bad 
been secured, but alas, when breeding 
time arrived the perfect beauty devel¬ 
oped into a perfect failure. The pig had 
been crowded and stuffed until he was 
absolutely worthies? for breeding pur¬ 
poses. 

Re careful in the selection of breeders 
to secure strong, vigorous constitutions, 
and do not buy animal* for breeding 
purposes that have been overcrowded. 
This will do for the pork barrel, but 
never for breeders. 

The greatest profit in raising hogs for 
the market lies in forcing Uieir feeding 
from time of birth until ready to 1»* sold. 
One day's poor feeding will inuiv than 
counterbalance two days of g* od fe <!• 
ing. We must not neglect them n siitaa* 
day. A business mun cannot neglect Ins 
store one or two days every week and 
expect to make as much money as the 
man who gives it attention every day. 

In selecting brood sows l always se¬ 
lect the best." Tin? sows will gem rally 
breed nt six to right months, ultiuiugi 
il is better lo wail until they are fi'ii 
to twelve months old. Two litb rs <f 
pigs per year urc too many for tl*e 
average sow, ulthough some will stand 
it. At farrowing tune see thut the s*>ws 
have a quiet, warm, dry piece. Pigs 
should be » , ustrutc*d at two to four weeks 
of age. and care should be taken to 
avoid cold, damp weather. It is dung* r- 
ous to allow them to take cold. Some 
farmers claim they cannot make any 
money by raising fail pigs, as they either 
become stunted or diseased. Such is 
often the (ad. but if they are given 
warm quartet* they can be easily taken 
through the winter in a good growing 
condition and obtain the full benefit of 
early spring pasture.

Mvenvtk of Enffllib War Horsea In 
tbe Dara of Ilenrjr VIII. 

The size of the English wnf horse 
reached its maximum In tbe reign of 
Henry VIII., when the relations ol 
body urmor to "hand guns” were anal¬ 
ogous to those of the early ship nrmor 
and cannon. There was good reason t;. 
believe, says the London gjiectfitor, 
that by adding a little to the thickness 
of the coat of steel the soft, low ve¬ 
locity bullet of the day could be 
kept out. So it was for a time. But 
the additional weight required a still 
larger horse to carry it. The charger 
had to be armored ns well as his rider, 
and the collection in the Tower of Lon¬ 
don shows the actual weight which It 
carried. The panoply of Charles Bran¬ 
don, Duke of Suffolk, the brother-in- 
law of Henry VIII., still exists. That 
of the horse covers the whole of the 
hind quarters, the back of the neck, 
forehead, muzzle, ears, shoulders and 
chest. It is exactly like a piece of 
boiler plating and fastened by rivets. 

The rider sat in n saddle, the front 
of which was a steel shield ten Inches 
high, covering the stomach and thighs 
as the “breastwork” on an Ironclad’s 
deck covers the base of the turret The 
total weight is eighty pounds fifteen 
ounces. To this add the weight of the 
rider’s armor, ninety-nine pounds nine 
ounces, and of the rider himself, say 
sixteen stone (224 pounds), and the to¬ 
tal is twenty-eight stone twelve pounds 
eight ounces, or 40-4 pounds 8 ounces. 
This bears ont Holllnshead’s statement 
that in the days of Henry VIII., “who 
erected a noble studderie for breeding 
horses, especially the greatest sort,” 
such as were kept for burden, those ani¬ 
mals would bear four hundredweight 
commonly. 


W Shot nn Angel. 

Now and again we hear of strange 
and rare birds being shot in England, 
but how many sportsmen except Mr. 
Wells’ clergyman can claim to have 
shot an angel? One such man exists, 
though it is doubtful whether he is 
proud of his skill. It w*as nighttime, 
and ho was passing Crayford parish 
churchyard with his gun over his shoul¬ 
der when he saw what he took for a 
ghost. He leveled his piece and fired, 
but his aim was wild. He had failed 
to wing his quarry. Investigation 
showed that the ghost was a sculp¬ 
tured angel on a tomb, and he had 
shot off one of its toes!—London Chron¬ 
icle. 


A Collector of Snuffboxes. 

The only expensive personal fancy 
of Frederick the Great, it is said, was 
his hobby for collecting snuffboxes, of 
which he loft as many as 130, approxi¬ 
mately valued at $1,300,000. Lord 
Malmesbury says that one could hard¬ 
ly approach the king without sneezing. 
Two thousand pounds weight of Span¬ 
ish snuff had always to be kept in 
store, but smoking, on the other hand, 
was an abomination to Frederick.

THE DRAPIER LETTERS. 


Dean Ssvlft’a Battle For the Right! 
of Ireland. 

The Drapler letters, six of which. 
Blgned “M. B. Drapler/' nppeareil In a 
Dublin newspaper In 1724, mark an era 
In Irish history. They were the work 
of Dean Swift, the author of “Gulll 
veFs Travels." The occasion calling 
them forth was the grant of a patent 
In 1723 to William Wood, an English 
man of Birmingham, to coin halfpence 
and farthings to the extent of £108,000 
to be current in Ireland, where there 
was a deficiency of copper coinage. 
Public feeling in Ireland was In a state 
of Irritation at its treatment by Eng¬ 
land, and Swift took advantage of this 
coinage business to advocate the rights 
of Ireland. Under the mask of a plain, 
honest, patriotic tradesman he coun¬ 
seled all true patriots not only to re¬ 
fuse to take the new coinage, but to 
refrain from using any English man¬ 
ufactures whatever. The result was 
tremendous. No one would take Wood’s 
money, and associations were formed 
for refusing the currency. The publica¬ 
tion of the first three letters had so 
roused the temper of Ireland that it 
was now easy for Swlft'to come to the 
real point of issue. In the fourth let¬ 
ter he accordingly treats of the -royal 
prerogative. The government Instantly 
took alarm and offered a reward of 
£300 for the discovery 1 of the author of 
this fourth letter. Its printer wns 
thrown Into prison. But all was in 
vain. The government yielded to the 
storm. Wood’s patent was surrender¬ 
ed, the patentee being indemnified by 
a grant of £3,000 yearly for twelve 
years. Thus, through the force and an¬ 
imation of Swift’s arguments, victo¬ 
riously terminated the first grand 
struggle for the independence of Ire¬ 
land.—London Tit-Bits.
